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INTRODUCTION BY THE EDITOR 
Harry E. Salyards 

The New Year is an appropriate time for reminiscence, and that’s what I 
find myself doing as I approach this month’s introduction. This is the 65th 
consecutive issue of Pennv-Wise that I’ve edited; with the March issue, I will 
have completed eleven full years in this office. I’d say that the question I’m 
most commonly asked is. Do you get tired of doing it? The answer to that 
question remains, no. But I’m an analytical person, and just giving that answer 
prompts me to try to explain it. 

I don’t get tired of it, first of all, because of the infinite variety. I’m a 
confirmed generalist. In medicine, I particularly enjoy the practice of obstet- 
rics--but I wouldn’t want to do it full-time. I recently told a book collector 
friend that, as time had gone on. I’d increasingly gravitated toward collecting 
items contemporary with and relating to the American Civil War -and then I 
sat down to make a list of my book purchases during the past year, and 
found that it ran from Gulliver’s Travels .

This editor’s chair has never been a source of anxiety, because someone has 
always come forward with a fresh look at this very old subject! New perspec- 
tives keep cropping up, all over the landscape. Do I agree with them all, in 
substance or tone? NO! I try to keep disagreements civil, without becoming 
a censor-not always an achievable goal. At the same time, I don’t buy into 
the notion of a “Good 01’ Boy” network, in early American copper, or anything 
else. That, too, has not always gone down well; but it’s simply the way I am. 

Second of all, I don’t get tired of it because changes in technology have 
made it infinitely easier than it was back in 1986. I would say that the average 
issue costs me half as much time expenditure as it did then. When I took 
over from the late Warren Tapp in April, 1986, he warned me, in essence, that 
most of what I received would come scribbled in pencil on the backs of old 
envelopes -and he was right! But with the dissemination of home word 
processing, more than half of this issue came to me “camera-ready.” And in 
further contrast to eleven years ago, when this page is completed, there’ll be 
no frantic trip across town, no typescript to reclaim in the morning; I’ll merely 
punch “print,” and my new EaserWriter 4/600 will hand me the finished copy. 

But most importantly, I don’t get tired of it because of the people. As 
some of you no doubt know. I’m not a particularly active collector of copper 
these days; but I remain an avid collector of new friends in EAC. We have a 
splendid thing going here, and we must never forget it. 
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How sure are we? 

Revelations on the rarity ratings, 1801-1807

“We know the approximate relative rarities 
of the die varieties of 1801-07 cents.” 

— Conventional wisdom. 


Just how much do we really know about the large-cent rarity ratings? Among the cents of 1801-1807, which for 
certain reasons form a convenient group to study, rarity rating inconsistencies have been noted for several years . Now, 
recently-gathered data has served, not to clarify the rarity situation, but to reveal serious faults in what we thought we 
knew, not only about the rarity rating system in general, but also about the scarcity (or abundance) of certain cent die 
varieties in particular. 

Modem discussion of some obvious faults in the rarity-rating system was begun by Penny-Wise editor Harry 
Salyards in his 1992 article, “Thoughts on the Rarity Ratings: Cents of 1801-1807.” In that article. Dr. Salyards 
demonstrated that either many fewer cents survive than the often-quoted “3% mle” would indicate, or else the traditional 
proportions between scarce and common die varieties were seriously off the mark. I followed up some of these ideas 
in a July 1994 article, “A New Angle on the Rarity Ratings,” pointing out that for the sake of sheer copper knowledge, 
as well as in the interest of justifying or demolishing the higher prices asked for supposedly scarce varieties, it was 
desirable to gather as much variety-attribution data from remaining “unpicked”cents as possible. The article proposed 
an 1 80 1 -07 Cent Survivorship Survey, and I cordially invited (or abjectly begged) all EAC members to contribute lists 
of cents of those years which they saw and attributed — NOT as a census of scarce varieties, but rather as a means of 
establishing from “hard”data the proportions of currently-existing Rls to R2s to R3s, and so forth. As the article 
explained, assuming that the rarity-rating system was basically sound, the proportion of rare-versus-scarce-versus- 
common cents could be used to derive an estimate ofthe surviving population of 1801-07 cents. 

A short but useful discussion followed in print, but practical response to the appeal was not completely 
overwhelming. Out of approximately 1500 EAC members, exactly tw'elve people contributed data. They are the heroes 
of the project. They contributed the majority of the data gathered, which presently amounts to slightly over 1000 
previously unattributed specimens of 1801-07 cents. 

Paramount among these contributors was Col. Steve Ellsworth of Butternut Coins, who last November kindly 
furnished me with a copy of his report, The Butternut Hoard, A Statistical Study (Ellsworth-Schwerdt, 1 996), a work 
which I predict will become a much-sought-after resource for those who study the large cents. Amidst its wealth of 
information, this document lists 269 attributed cents of 1 80 1 -07 from the horde, which was collected in the 1800s and 
previously unpicked. These specimens put this project “over the top” in its first goal of gathering 1000 items into the 
database, a good start in sampling the surviving cents of those years. 

The next step (as originally intended) was simply to compare the database’s number of common-variety cents (R1 
and R2) with that of scarce varieties (R3 and above), in order to determine whether the suspected over-abundance of 
common varieties really did exist. . but I didn’t get as far as that “simple” step, because a quick examination ofthe data 
revealed some possible flaws in what we thought we knew about the comparative rarities of 1 80 1 -07 cents. 

In a nutshell : in this sample of slightly over 1000 cents, there is a great over-abundance of several supposedly R3 
varieties, and a remarkable scarcity of several of the R2s. Another R2 variety showed up in surprising numbers. This 
involves enough ofthe die varieties (12 out of 72), and enough cents overall, that some ofthe things we thought we 
knew — the usually-quoted rarity figures for these cents — may be called into question. 
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Let’s recall some ofthe ideas from my 1 994 article. Assigning liberal (but still conventional) survivorship numbers 
to the cents of various rarities, and using an average of 4000 forthe R1 varieties, a surviving mintage totalling 1 1 7,47 1 
of the 72 die varieties looks like this. (Column 2, formerly titled “Maximum survivors” is now “Average survivors” 
per variety, which is how I should have had it in the first place.) The right-hand column is more important now:

From the percentages in the last column, now let’s estimate how many of each variety we ought to see in a random 
sample of 1 000 cents. For purposes of simplicity, we’ll restrict ourselves to the cents which are of Rarity 4 and below, 
representing well over 99% of the total. The rounded-off right-hand column (the number of each die variety we’d expect 
to find in a sample of 1 000 cents) is the important part:

Now the trouble starts. In the 1005 cents of 1801-07 which are in the database, there are a lot more of some varie- 
ties — and a lot fewer of others — than that right-hand column would lead us to expect. I’ll restrict this discussion to R2 
or R3 die varieties which either exceed the expected population by over 1 00%, or fall below it by at least 50% — enough 
to throw them possibly into a different rarity group. The following six die varieties, usually considered to be Rarity-3 
or “scarce” items, showed up in abundances comparable to R2 coins:

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— and so apparently these six die varieties may not be scarce at all, but should be considered to be R2 coins. 

“Now, look here,” you may say, “maybe all these rarity groups — Rls, R2s, R3s, and the rest — were just under- 
estimated together! Maybe there are proportionately more of the R2s as well!” — Sorry, but it’s not so. There’s more 
trouble in the R2s, but it’s in the other direction. Look at the apparent scarcity of the following five “R2” varieties! This 
indicates the possibility of additional inaccuracies in the rarity ratings;

In addition, to complicate the picture, one supposedly R2 die variety (1802 S233) did turn up with 26 specimens, 
indicating that it might be R1 instead. 

I believe that the unexpected numbers of these twelve die varieties would justify a re-examination of their rarity 
ratings, as printed in references and price guides used by EAC members and others. Another implication of these startling 
figures is that the fulfillment ofthis project’s original goal — estimation ofthe 1 801-07 cent population by comparison 
of counted survivors of the different rarity groups — can be only tentative, until the proposition at the front of this 
article — the idea that we actually know the relative scarcity ofthe 1801-07 cent varieties — is securely demonstrated. 

“But Red,” I hear you saying, “All this is based on a sample of only 1000 cents. How can you fly off the handle 
like this if your findings are based on a measly 1% (or less) ofthe 1801-07 cent population? Wouldn’t 5,000 or 10,000 
cents be better?” Okay, I say, that would be better, but where’s YOUR database of 1000 (or 5,000, or 10,000) 
previously-imattributed cents, to contradict tliese findings? And where were you when I begged for this data input in the 
first place? All you had to do, in order for us to build a larger database, was to send me a list of the cents you saw and 
attributed. Twelve people did — the other 99.2% of EAC members did not. 1000 cents, as I said before, may be only a 
good start, but they ARE a good start, and so far, they 're all we have to go on. . . and hard data is better than tradition 
or vague impressions, when assigning rarity ratings. As an important correlation to all this, the 269 Butternut Hoard 
cents, gathered over 1 00 years ago, show an overabundance of R3s which is comparable to that ofthe database overall. 

We need to know more. I invite constmctive comment — in print in these pages, or in personal correspondence. I invite 
competition — if you have a body of hard data which conflicts with this (or agrees with it), trot it out, and help us make 
more sense of tire rarity situation, especially regarding the twelve die varieties in question. A list of all the 1801-07 cents 
reported so far is presented on the next two pages, for those who delight in raw data. 

And now, I will make this appeal again. To find out more about the rarities of 1 80 1 -07 cents, and to estimate their 
real population, we need as much data as we can find. We actually need it worse than I thought we did two years ago. 
Send me a list of the 1801-07 cents you see and attribute — not in collections, nor in copper dealers’ stocks, but unpicked 
cents which you see and attribute yourself Y es, they are becoming scarcer all the time, but they are still out there — at 
flea markets, in antique malls, at local coin shows, and in the stocks of general coin dealers. Justjot down the date and 
die variety of those 1801-07 cents you see, and send me a list every now and then. Between the apparent rarity rating 
inconsistencies and uncertainties about the cent population on top of that, the implications ofthis project are now larger 
than I used to think. We can use lots more data — send me a list!

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ANOTHER TURN AT HALF CENT DIE ROTATIONS 


Ron Manley 


Ever since I learned last August that Ray Rouse was preparing an article for Penny-Wise 
on half cent die rotations, I have eagerly anticipated getting to read it. Ray’s article in the 
November issue was well worth the wait. It has been a pleasure digesting the new information. I 
have, however, a rather different perspective on die rotations than Ray. I also have additional 
data on die rotations that I would like to share. 

I believe knowledge of die rotations has intrinsic value. For example, knowing the die 
rotations of rare varieties may be useful for authentification. Ray asked “do you really need to 
collect rotations” in regard to the 1796 C-2 variety. No, but I feel a lot more comfortable 
knowing my specimen shares the 1 1:30 rotation reported by Ray. 

It is my interpretation of both Roger Cohen, Jr.’s and Walter Breen’s writings that the 20 
half cent varieties they together list as rotated were not listed simply because the varieties are 
rotated per se, but were listed because, without exception, the varieties are known with multiple 
die rotations. This, in my opinion, is the reason neither Cohen nor Breen mention any 1804 
variety as having rotated dies. A number of 1804 varieties are found with characteristic die 
rotations, other than the normal 12:00. For example, 1804 C-2 has a rotation of 1:00, 1804 C-10 
a rotation of 12:30, and 1804 C-6, C-7, and C-12 each a rotation of 11:30. To my knowledge 
(admittedly incomplete for some varieties), only a single characteristic die rotation exists for 
each 1804 variety. 

Although no die state data were provided in Ray’s article, Ray did address the potential 
use of correlating die rotation data with die states for varieties having multiple rotations. Ray has 
hit upon an area that is wide open for future half cent research! I personally intend to get more 
deeply involved in this area to resolve some outstanding questions regarding die states and, 
perhaps, even emission sequences. Once a data base exists, collectors of half cents by die state 
could determine die states of highly worn specimens of many varieties by noting the die rotation. 

In Table 1, 1 list the half cent varieties known to me (thanks in large part to Roger, Walter, 
and Ray) with multiple die rotations. These are the rotated varieties that I find the most 
interesting because they shed light on die state progressions. It is obvious that the most common 
die rotation, for a variety with multiple rotations, parallels the most common die state. My data 
base is woefully incomplete and I hope that Ray and others will add to it. Ray Rouse’s article did 
not include the normal 12:00 rotation in his list of varieties with rotated dies. Are we to assume 
that each variety listed may also be found with a 12:00 rotation? This has not always been my 
experience. Ray understandedly would have little interest in collecting specimens with a normal 
rotation from a die rotation collector’s point of view. However, normal rotation data are 
important for die state studies and I include them in Table 1. Where the Breen die state is 
reasonably established for the reported die rotation, I list it also. Die rotations not listed in Ray 
Rouse’s article are given in italics. 
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A note regarding measurements of die rotation: two different individuals measuring die 
rotation of two different coins (with the same rotation) probably often differ in their 
measurements by as much as 30 minutes of rotation. Because of this, separate reports of die 
rotation varying by 30 minutes or less may actually represent the same die rotation. This should 
be taken into account in the Tables below and elsewhere die rotation measurements are found.

For the purpose of collectors of half cents by die rotation and for those who may discover 
new die rotations unlisted here, I include in Table 2 my list of half cent varieties known with but a 
single die rotation (not at 12:00). Knowledge of such characteristic die rotations may be of value 
in authenticating rare varieties or attributing common ones. Half cent varieties not included in 
Tables 1 or 2 are found generally with normal, or nearly normal die rotations. I have no die 
rotation data on a few very rare varieties not listed in either Table (e.g. 1797 C-3c, 1806 C-3, and 
1808 C-1).

2. Overstrikes on NJ’s occur on: 17, 19, 34V, 35J, 48, 56 - 58, 70, 71 , 72, 73 and 78. 

3. Brockages occur on two obverses; 24 & 72 and four reverses: T, U, e & I. 

4. A new variety was discovered around December 1995 and has been tentatively classified as 
a 42 V 2 -C. The obverse does resemble Obverse 42 very closely, however, the plow handles 
are indeed very short. Even more so than Obverse 48! 

5. After reviewing the picture of the newly discovered 27-j by Tom Madigan of Florida, I am in 
full agreement that it is the second finest known 27-j. The finest is still the Spiro:1490 - 
Oechsner. Although not as sharp as the Taylor coin, the coin is free of any serious 
detractions. The coin is just slightly better than the ANS coin, which by the way is also on a 
nice flan. I have not seen the WC coin, so its comparison to this specimen will just have to 
wait. The recorded grades in this census as with this variety are based on sharpness grades 
only. I have always stated that I will never net grade a New Jersey for this census, since this 
only creates dissension among the fraternity. Any serious collector does not need my 
interpretation in this manner anyway! 

6. The George Seifrit collection of New Jersey coppers was purchased privately by D. Wierzba 
of New Jersey. In that collection were two noteworthy NJ coppers: a lovely F-12 / 15 35-J, 
which is superior in eye appeal to both the Frontenac:159 and Spiro coins; and an unusual 
1 1-H struck on an irregular size planchet measuring between 29.7 - 30.5 mm in diameter, with 
a weight of 138.8 grains, interestingly, due to the unusual size of the planchet the same effect 
as seen on Frontenac;218 for a 64-t was observed in terms of the planchet being way too 
large for the dies. I was then tempted to possibly suggest that the 1 1-h may possibly be a 
Morristown issue? If the population of 1 1-h was large enough, could the same appearance 
of more frequent large and small size planchets occur as with the 64-t variety? 

It has been suggested that Goadsby probably brought to Mould some of the smaller Rahway 
size planchets (i.e., 27.5 mm or so), and this would account for the two styled planchets for 
Maris 64-t. How did a Morristown style planchet make its way to Rahway? My reasoning on 
this peculiar Maris 11-H is that it is an error type coin struck on a defective oval planchet, 
which accounts for the dramatic size differentiation. The two 33 mm 17-b’s in a previous 
study by this author are also struck on very irregular sized flans. Either this, or both Mould 
and Goadsby supplied each other during low inventory periods. 

7. The Philadelphia EAC brought in two interesting NJ coppers never seen before by this writer. 
Both were NJ 17-b’s. The first specimen was a coin owned by Tony Carlotto. It was a 17-b 
with the same peculiar die bulging at K-3. As previously written, the two other very large 17- 
b’s at 33 mm also showed this form of die bulging at K-3. This coin measures 30.5 mm. Why 
is this the only variety that shows die bulging and always at K-3? The second coin was the 
Doc Carberry - Don Mituzas Maris 17-b. A coin weighing only 68.7 grains, 25.4 mm and only 
0.14 mm thick! A normal NJ will be about 2.0 - 2.5 mm thick. The lightest NJ is the Bill Anton 
0/S 73-aa 4 Spanish Maravedi. The lightest non-O/S is this paper-thin marvel. 
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8 . 


The top NJ in the Eliasberg sale; NJM 15-T (UNC) is the long lost Bushnell specimen. 
Welcome home! 

9. The major changes to this revision are the deletions of the 771/2-dd and 78-dd varieties. The 
specimens for 771/2-dd and 78-dd have been added to 77-dd. The writer will try this 
approach and see what the reaction is during the upcoming year with fellow collectors. The 
majority on this vote at the annual C4 meeting was approximately 98% of the 30 or so C4 
members in attendance. Personally, I felt these guys were just blowing wind on this (3) die 
state issue with 77-dd, and felt I’d just keep these (3) varieties the way they are and this will 
just pass. Then something incredible happened at the Barnes sale. When the 771/2-dd 
opened at $110 the coin basically did not move! I was bidding against only one bidder to 
$300 with the rest of the audience being totally indifferent! I witnessed the death of the 771/2- 
dd at this sale! To be continued?

NEW JERSEY CONDITION CENSUS REPORTS: 
ADDITIONS, CORRECTIONS and DELETIONS

The Single major auction of New Jersey coppers in 1996 was The Scott Barnes sale 
conducted by Chris McCawley and Bob Grellman, and held in conjunction with the second annual 
convention of the Colonial Coin Collectors Club. 


Scott’s collection consisted of 106 New Jersey coins and included 19 coins which had been 
rated in my condition census reports. New Jersey collectors were delighted to find an additional 
1 39 horse heads (including 5 more condition census coins) making a grand total of 245 choices. 

Although not included in the above numbers, never-the-less there was a greater than usual 
collection of Mark Newby St. Patrick coppers, including nine farthings and one each half penny and 
silver shilling. Dr. Maris considered the St. Patrick coinage a part of the N.J. colonial collecting area 
but, in general, the enthusiasm on the part of the collectors has been lukewarm.

Dings are 
also less likely if holders are used. It is not as good as viewing them in the buff, but I would hate 
to have to report one either wounded or missing in action. 

I would like everyone’s opinion on how to report the results of the scoring. I personally view 
the Happening as an opportunity to compare the coins side-by-side and determine how they rank 
in the condition census. Others may not like that idea. On your score sheet this year will be a box 
to check for; 
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A. 


I prefer a detailed score with names 
[as provided by the collector]. 

B. I prefer a qualitative report of the results. 

Let me know what you prefer. 

In the few years that I have belonged to EAC, it has become clear that several major 
collectors do not participate in the Happening. This is unfortunate in my view. There is no 
substitute for side-by-side comparison. If security is the primary problem or concern, I would 
encourage those collectors to contact me directly so that arrangements suitable to them can 
be made.

♦ As of December 17, 1996, there are 54 people on the EAC Internet directory. To get listed, 
send your name and address to Mark Switzer at dcl81@freenet.carleton.ca. 

♦ Craig Sholley spoke about large cent dies at the 1996 ANS Coinage of the Americas 
Conference. He submitted this report on the conference; 

“All of the topics were extremely interesting. Bob Julian did a superb overview of LCs 
from 1793 to 1796, including some new conclusions on the engravers for the 1793 Wreath 
Cent (likely Voigt-Eckfeldt). Denis Coring did a speech on Proof Large Cents with slides; nice 
stuff! Mark Borckardt gave an excellent talk on the Restrikes, including the off-metal issues. 
During the presentation, Mark got the slide of the 1810 reversed in the projector - the image 
was mirrored so the head was facing right and the date was “0181”. John Wright immediately 
said that he wanted one like that! 

Perhaps the best talk was by Dr. John Kleeberg of the ANS on the Strawberry Leafs. John 
presented some very strong evidence that these are in fact not of Mint origin! His conclusion 
is that they are contemporary counterfeits!!! Much discussion ensued about these possibly 
being trials by persons seeking contracts or appointments as engravers, but no one countered 
the proposition that these ain’t from the Mint. Personally, I think John’s proposition that 
someone, possibly already counterfeiting Reals & such, just gave it a try is a very good 
possibility.” 

The CO AC proceedings will be available (usually about a year after the conference) from 
the ANS at Broadway at 155th Street, New York, NY 10032. Their phone number is (212) 
234-3130. 

♦ John Wadlington reported that on November 14, 1996, he completed his middle date variety 
set by Newcomb number. The last piece he added was the 1822 N-14, cherry-picked by Rick 
de Sanctis, and sold as lot 340 in McCawley and Grellman’s sale of the Schoentag collection. 
John reported that there are currently two other complete collections: Rasmussen and 
Frankenfield. A fourth complete set is theoretically possible but the other 1822 N-14 is not 
matched with an 1834 N-7 yet. 

♦ Ed Stoebenau suggested a live meeting on the Internet and got an underwhelming response 
(none). Perhaps part of the problem is that some people have access through their place of 
work and are not on-line during evening hours. 

♦ Chris Schwerdt offered to share information about the “Butternut Hoard.” 

♦ Gabriel Schaff asked for a source of information on the original Liberty pole. 

♦ There has been continued discussion about establishing an EAC homepage. 
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♦ A newer member (number greater than 4000) made these comments: 

“I’m having trouble arriving at a net grade for early coppers. I have little trouble grading for 
sharpness but can’t seem to agree with any of the local dealers on the net grade of a coin. 
Would someone like to share their thoughts or methods for grading reductions (or additions) 
as a function of surface condition and color.” 

I did not identify the person because f suspect the same questions could have been asked by 
every copper collector at some time. When the fnternet group solves the problems of grading,

A Mini-Hoard

1 had dreamed of that day for several years. That day was the one where I would cherry pick 
as S-79, or an 1822 N-14. Or, if that were not possible, uncovering a box of uncirculated early 
dates. Or... well, maybe a small hoard of large cents that had never been picked over or 
attributed. In reality, things like that just don’t happen, do they? Well, sometimes they do and 
I had something like this happen to me recently. 

No, it wasn’t an S-79. No, it wasn’t an 1822 N-14 or a box of uncirculated early dates. It was 
a small hoard of large cents, 89 in number (there was also an 1 805 half cent thrown in for 
good measure). They were lower grade coins, many with problems. But they were supposedly 
unsearched and that made them more interesting. 

The day started as usual - busy with work, errands, and the miscellaneous duties that clutter 
up our days. At the bottom of my do list was a visit to a local coin store. The owner had 
always been friendly and looked for large cents for me. But I hadn’t been there for more than 
two months. Maybe I’ll make it... maybe I won’t. 

I kind of forgot about the visit to the coin store until I was heading home. It was right on my 
way, so I stopped. The owner greeted me as I looked over his stock (the same coins, it 
appeared) that 1 had seen so long ago. But then he told me about the guy who had come in 
several months earlier with a large number of large cents. Now I was interested, but that was 
two months ago. Surely they were gone by now. To my surprise, he still had them. 

The large cents came from a western Kansas bank teller. The dealer felt they might be parts of 
deposits the teller took in, as other coins had obviously been parts of deposits (from rolls, 
etc ). He let me take them home to look at them (at my convenience!) Wow - two weeks of 
evening entertainment. 

I got to scan the coins that night. They seemed to be a middle and late date set, minus most of 
the tougher dates. There were only four Sheldon numbered varieties in the lot (shucks!). 


starting with a very low grade 1798. The 1812 was a nice G6, but the other Sheldon varieties 
were pretty bad. 

Next to the middle dates. A couple of VG’s, an 1832 that would be a F12 or 15, and a bunch 
of dogs. No 1821 or 1823, but the rest of the dates were there. The late dates were also 
complete up through 1855. I do not know why there was no 1856. Also missing was the 
1857. 

I pulled out the 1848’s (I have done some attributing of this year and know some key things 
to look for) and the first one I saw seemed to be an N-34, an R-5 variety. A little closer look 
and sure enough - a cherrypick! The second one I looked at was an N-42, a tough R-6 variety. 
I was ready to get into those large cents! 

The next day it snowed and snowed and snowed. We got over 8” of the wet stuff and the 
trees, still with all their leaves, were not up to the task. Down came branches and trees, out 
went the power and out it stayed, for five days. We were lucky - we all survived in good 
fashion. But the large cents didn’t even make it out of their sack. 

On the fifth day without power, I went back to the dealer, told him 1 felt bad about keeping 
the coins so long when I couldn’t do anything with them. He told me again that I could look 
at them as long as I wanted. But that R-6 was on my mind and I asked the price for the lot. 
He gave me a price, we haggled a little, (a very little) and they were mine. 

It only took me two evenings to do the early and middle dates. There were some varieties that 
I needed, several upgrades, and a lot of dogs. The late dates were a little tougher. I had done 
the 1853’s and 1855’s when another EACer and friend, Joe Whipple, said he would do the 
late dates. He had them back in a couple of days. Out of the whole lot, there was only one that 
was not attributable, an 1851 that was severely scratched. Among the rest there were several 
R-4’s, lots of R-3’s, but no more R-5’s or R-6’s. 

The following is a list of the coins I did find. I do not know what an analysis of these dates 
and varieties will reveal, if anything. I do know they were fun to acquire, attribute, and now , 
sell and trade. Just getting 89 new large cents at one time was an experience - one I hope I 
can have again.

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COLLECTORS PAY A HEAVY TOLL 
Clay W. Everhart 


It all began several years ago. I was visiting a fellow collector who wishes to remain 
anonymous. Like most collectors, he loved showing off his large cents, and over the years he 
was kind enough to sell me a few. First, he showed me his 1793's. Simply put, they were 
awesome. Same with the 94's and 95's. But when he got to the 1 796's, my pulse began to 
quicken. For some reason, I have always been most interested in draped busts - 1 st hair style 
only: S-92 through S-164. 

Next he showed me two ‘96 draped busts, an R2 and an R3, both near perfection. 
Then, I happened to notice he very carefully pushed a tattered coin envelope off to one side, 
out of my view. You know the type of coin holder I’m referring to - the kind of “two by two” that 
is dogeared, usually with some combination of “Sheldon, Paschal, Breen, Loring and 
Matthews” scribbled on the back. I always know the coin is a good one when I see that 
weathered and battered brown paper; but for some reason he was hiding it from me. My 
curiosity began to grow. Finally, I had to ask “aren’t you going to show me that one?” 

“Frankly, I was hoping you wouldn’t see that one.” He subsequently agreed to show it 
to me, but on the condition that I understood it was NOT for sale. He handed me the flip and 
right away I could see it was a variety I desperately needed ~ and an R6. 

“You dog! You know I need that one!” 

“Forget it!” He replied. “It’s not for sale!” My hand trembled slightly as I opened the 
envelope and placed it on the velvet pad he had on the table. The coin was awesome. When 
Webster put the word “choice” in his dictionary, he should have put a picture of this large cent 
next to it. It was the one coin I needed most, and I’d been searching for a “really nice” one for 
years. But he was adamant about it. No sale. 

So, for the next few years, every time I visited my friend, I would nag him. “Please, have 
you thought about selling me that . . .” No way, he would respond, no way. Whenever I saw 
him at shows, from Virginia to New York, I’d try to corner him, but each time the answer was 
the same. “Forget it.” 

Finally, when I had just about given up, I got a call from him. A family member was ill 
and he said he needed some capital. He had finally decided to sell it to me. He was asking 
for a lot more money than I usually spend on a coin, but this was a must, and I didn’t want to 
give him any opportunity to change his mind. So I told him that I “just happened” to be traveling 
near his town with my girlfriend over the weekend, and I’d stop by his house about 5:00 p.m. 
that Saturday. In the meantime, I had to borrow some money from my bank. When we got to 
his house, we exchanged pleasantries, and he told me that he was glad the coin was going to 
a worthy collector. I thanked him for the compliment and wrote him a check. 

In the car on the way home, my girlfriend was berating me for spending all that money. 
Coincidentally, the car radio was playing the song “Money Can’t Buy Me Love” by the Beatles. 

I remember thinking to myself “that’s appropriate,” and I turned the song up loud in an attempt 
to drown out her whining. But I could still hear her say: “How could you spend all that money 
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on another penny? You could have bought me a nice diamond ring, or even a car!” She then 
asked to see the coin and at first I said no. She got mad, saying that she would like to at least 
get a look at her competition, another one of those “damned liberty ladies,” as she often called 
my large cents. Feeling slightly guilty, I acquiesced, but I made her spread her coat over her 
lap to make sure that if she dropped it, as she had done before, it would not get dinged. (She 
once turned a $5,000 coin into a $500 coin in a matter of seconds.) She promised to be 
careful. 

As she was looking at the coin, with the music blaring, I pulled up to the last twenty-five 
cent toll booth on the Dulles Access Road in Virginia. “Give me a quarter honey,” I said. She 
handed it to me and 1 threw it into the exact change. As the coin flew towards the machine, I 
noticed that its blur had a distinct brown color to it, unlike most shiny quarters. Then, all at 
once, my heart sank. “NO-0-0-0” I screamed at the top of my lungs. I had suddenly realized 
the unthinkable. It was my new large cent that was flying through the air! With the music on 
so loud, she said she thought I had asked for the large cent back, not a quarter. I made a 
hapless attempt to grab it back, but it was much too late. The penny seemed to float in slow 
motion as I grabbed helplessly at the air behind it. I can still see it in my mind turning, end over 
end, then down, down, down into the hopper. And as Paul McCartney and John Lennon 
finished their last refrain, “I don’t care too . . . much for money, money can’t buy me love,” I 
wept.

CHARLES WILSON PEALE DESCRIBES THE TERM “PROOF” IN 1787

EAC’ers who heard Denis Loring’s recent talk at the ANS on early Proof Large Cents 
may be interested in the following gleanings from the Pennsylvania Packet of March 30, and 
May 28, 1787. In these advertisements by Philadelphia painter Charles Wilson Peale, he offers 
advance sales of mezzotint prints he was engraving of the Marquis de Lafayette and Benjamin 
Franklin. Notice the use of the terms “proof and “specimen” in these ads: 

Trying to persuade his reads that they should subscribe to an early edition of the 
Lafayette print, Peale writes in the March 30 issue; 

The advantage that subscribers will have (besides giving support to an 
arduous undertaking) will be the certainty of getting the first impressions. 

The subscriber (i.e., here, the advertiser, Peale) does not intend to take off 
any proof prints more than is necessary to compleat each plate, then the 
names, titles, & will be engraved, and the first impression given to the 
subscribers according to the dates of their subscribing ... In London it is 
a common practice to take off a considerable number of proofs, which are 
sold for double the price that is put on the prints after the letters are 
engraved; of such estimation with connoiseurs are the first impressions ... 

Two months later, Peale was finished with his prints of Lafayette and Franklin and he 
wrote in the May 28 issue of the Pennsylvania Packet 
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{After describing the prints, their frames, and prices, Peale goes on to state} 

Mr. Peale wishes to have a few gentlemen of each state subscribers for 
this work, the abovementioned prints being specimens of the size and 
form intended. A small number of subscribers will be sufficient to 
secure to themselves the most valuable impressions. 

In Peale’s advertisements for this prints, he distinguishes between “proof prints and 
“specimen” prints. The former are prints with just the portrait impressed into the paper, 
lacking the title of the print and any other text that the artist intended to appear. The latter 
are the very earliest impressions from the printing plate, complete with the portrait and the 
text. Peale tells us that “proofs” are impressions of intermediate stages in the creation of 
a complete print, that they sell for a premium over the price of other impressions, and that 
some London printmakers profit by selling more proofs than Peale thinks might really be 
warranted. “Specimens” are also not ordinary prints, but rather are the very first 
impressions taken from newly finished printing plates and as such, Peale considered them 
to be “the most valuable impressions”. 

Unlike our modem, numismatic, usage of the term “proof, to Peale a “proof is what 
we might characterize as an unfinished pattern of an adopted coinage design. An example 
might be a 1 794 Liberty Cap Cent that was struck from dies that were not yet punched with 
LIBERTY and 1794 on the obverse, or UNITED STATES OF AMERICA and ONE CENT 
on the reverse. What Peale called a “specimen” numismatists, today, might call a first 
strike from freshly engraved and polished dies. There are a handful of coins that have been 
graded “Specimen” in modern times that would qualify under Peale’s understanding of the 
term. 


In the late 18th century, the terms “proof and “specimen” were regularly used in 
fields such as printing, and most engravers and collectors understood what they meant. 
In numismatics at the time, the term “specimen” came to be applied to coins specially struck 
to be exemplars of their types, coins suitable for diplomatic presentation, as well as for sale 
to collectors. Today, we might call these same coins “proofs”. The word “proof, however, 
does not appear to have been applied to coins at this time. 

Peale’s two advertisements are interesting because they show that the word “proof’, 
although known and accepted, had a meaning that would have been inappropriate if applied 
to coins specially struck for presentation or sale. Instead, the word “specimen” would have 
corresponded most closely to what we modern numismatists understand by “proof. This 
is exactly the way Thomas Jefferson used the word “specimen”, when he described medals 
that we call proofs, today. Specimen, in other words, didn’t mean some kind of watered 
down version of a proof, something not quite up to snuff. Instead, it meant what we mean 
when we call something a proof, a specially made coin intended for some purpose other 
than simple circulation. 
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SOME COMMENTS ABOUT 1806 C-4 HALF CENT DIE ROTATIONS

The 1806 C-4 half cent is a common variety found with many reverse die rotations and 
usually two, deceptively complex, die states. Ray Rouse, in his November Penny-Wise article 
wrote that “due to its many rotations, this is a good candidate for a die state progression study.” 
I agree. That is not my purpose here. I would, however, like to comment on some of the issues 
regarding 1806 C-4 that Ray brought up. 

According to Ray, Walter Breen tells us that 1806 C-4 States I and II “are rotated at 
various angles and these are the only ones with a sharp strike on drapery and upper wreath (i.e. 
BOTH sides of the coin).” More specifically, Breen wrote that the far less common, uncirculated 
State I or II 1806 C-4 specimens, not from the Chapman hoard of weakly struck uncirculated 
State II specimens, are the only ones found with sharp striking on drapery and upper wreath. 
Breen, in fact, doesn’t address the die rotation of Chapman hoard coins at all. Further, Breen 
implies (perhaps, unintentionally) that non-hoard State II specimens are sometimes found with 
sharp striking on the drapery and upper wreath. Breen’s description of his State II, by the way, is 
not always adequate. A better description of State II, based on my personal observations and on 
auction literature, might be “repunching on 6 faint, often no longer noticeable.” 

As evidence that Chapman hoard coins are found both with visible repunching on the 6 
and reverse die rotation, I offer Cohen: 23 3. This lot, described as “undoubtedly from the large 
hoard dispersed by the Chapman brothers,” shows repunching on the 6 and a reverse rotation of 
about 20° (12:40). I own a similar specimen from the Chapman hoard, with faint but visible 
repunching on the 6 and the same reverse rotation. Since State I, described by Breen as having 
“very pronounced” repunching on the 6, is listed as “rare”, cataloguers have often described any 
faint repunching on the 6. Do Chapman hoard specimens exist with rotations other than 12:40? 
Apparently, but I am aware of other die rotations only near 1 :00 and 1:30. 

Ray speculated that “the strong strike caused by the rotation of 1 806 C-4 may have been 
abandoned deliberately in order to save wear on the die (?) (Or it may simply have been put back 
in to normal 180° rotation because it wasn’t ‘right’).” Clues to this mystery may also be found in 
the Roger Cohen auction catalog (Superior 2/92). Under the description for Cohen: 23 6, it is 
written that “as the reverse die continues to rotate clockwise ... the weakness in the strike also 
moves.” It is debatable whether the reverse die rotated clockwise (CW) or counterclockwise 
(CCW). State I specimens are found with the most advanced CW rotations [e g. Jack H. 
Robinson: 1961, State I, 90° reverse rotation (3:00), Ruby 1:246, State I, 75° reverse rotation 
(2:30); and McCawley & Grellman:47 (6/93), State I, 55° reverse rotation (about 2:00)]. State I 
specimens (one of which I own) are also known with a normal rotation (12:00). It is, however, 
apparent that the obverse/reverse strike weakness is dependent on strike rotation. For example. 
Ruby 1:246 has a sharp strike at drapery and upper wreath, but is weakly struck at the wreath near 
ICA. Chalkley:83, not plated but presumably State I, is rotated 60° (2:00) and is similarly 
described with “some weak striking in lower right reverse”. JHR:1961 is sharp at the upper 
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wreath but weak at the wreath near UNIT. Other examples exist. In brief, 1806 C-4 specimens 
found with a “strong strike” at the usual points are typically found with striking weakness 
elsewhere— due to die rotation. 

One possible explanation for the die rotations that have been described is that the earliest 
strikes had a normal die alignment (12:00), Very early on, the die alignment changed abruptly to 
about 4:00. Perhaps, this occurred inadvertently when a Mint worker returned one of the dies to 
service after a brief interruption in use (i.e. for repolishing). The die, now loose, began to rotate 
through States I and II. If the reverse die were the one loose, rotation occurred CCW. Hence, 
the reported State I die rotations of 4:00, 3:00, 2:30, 2:00, etc. Eventually, repunching on the 6 
became less and less noticeable. By the time the die had rotated to 1:30, 1:00, or 12:40, 
repunching was faint or undetectable. What of the die rotation of the rare late die state coins 
from Breen States III and IV? I haven’t even seen examples of these, so their reverse rotation is 
certainly a mystery to me. 

Clearly, the abundant Chapman hoard of uncirculated State II coins appears rather 
homogeneous with similar strikes and die rotations. What might be useful for a detailed study 
would be a large population analysis of non-hoard specimens to determine the frequency of 
rotation for each known rotation. Once this data base has been created, high grade specimens for 
each die rotation should be closely studied for additional clues to strike order. The die rotations 
of the latest die states (Breen III and IV) also need to be determined to see how they fit into the 
picture.

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A NEW BLUNDERED EDGE S-57 LARGE CENT

I’m one of the newer EAC members. I joined about a year ago, and I have been 
collecting Large Cents only about a year and a half now. The reason I’m writing is, I believe 
I’ve found yet another blundered edge. Its edge looks pretty close to what is listed in Dan 
Trollan’s list as Red Henry’s S-22. 

This one is an S-57. Sharpness would put it in the area of a VF. Net is closer to F12 
(can you tell I haven’t mastered this Net Grading thing yet?) due to some areas of light 
pitting and a small pot mark on the face. 

The edge reads ONE HUNDREDFOR A DOLLAR. 

The D of HUNDRED and the F of FOR are very close. Note : FOR is on a higher line 
or plain than DOLLAR and the F and O are very, very light, and can only be seen if viewed 
from a slight angle. The rest of the lettering is strongly impressed. The planchet measured 
less than .001 of an inch out of round, so this doesn’t appear to be a factor in the light 
strike. 

I have enclosed a drawing which shows the placement of the lettering. I would be 
very interested in everyone’s opinion on this.

I just want to say thanks for not writing an article like 
the one that was in The Numismatist that stated: collectors wear a sign that says, “kick me.” 


JON WARSHAWSKY writes, 

Your Editor’s Introduction in the November P-W . “Maintaining a Good-Humored 
Perspective,” provides a timely restatement of Sheldon’s advice. I have collected coins for 1 5 
years, early copper for the past five, and still feel uneasy with the enormous sums commanded 
by many large cents and half cents. This has not dissuaded me from my first numismatic love, 
the Liberty cap cents, but I have struggled to maintain perspective, as expressed so succinctly 
by Sheldon. Perspective is an elusive thing as the early dates continue their upward march in 
price. 


Not only does demand determine coin prices far more than supply, but the primary 
driver of demand, the numismatist, becomes a rare item himself as the field of specialization 
narrows and the cost of entry escalates. 1 noticed the Beckwith S-2 chain cent, unquestionably 
a prize of the first order, is available for $110,000 and pondered the number of almost 
inconceivably ardent specialists who will support a large cent that may sell for more than my 
first house. Of course, a chain cent is a well-known numismatic item even to generalists. 
What about the rare Sheldon-34, which probably looks to anyone outside of EAC like any other 
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Head of 1794 large cent? Sheldon wrote that this is a variety most desired by those who are 
“dangerously sick with the cent disease.” I suppose we should all hope the illness continues 
unabated. 

I also found your comments concerning the rarity scale to be appropriate. If we assume 
750 early-date large cent specialists, any cent with a rating of R-3 or rarer will be hunted to a 
far greater degree than envisioned by Dr. Sheldon. With the number of collectors pursuing 
these coins, Sheldon’s distinction of R6 versus R7 is almost meaningless, as is his now- 
outdated definition of Non-collectible. I consider the NC designation to extend to a larger 
number of cents than those for which fewer than three examples are in collectors’ hands. 

In the meantime, my suggestion to fellow collectors is to reject coins that are not “once- 
in-a-lifetime” rarities if the price makes your insides churn. The best cents in my collection are 
those paid for with a single check. Early copper requires a thick wallet, but the wisest advice 
in Penny Whimsy , reinforced by your introduction, is to set your limits such that your finances 
are not dependent on large cents. 


ALAN WEINBERG writes, 

I felt your November editorial to be one of the most insightful commentaries on the 
hobby I’ve read in my four decades in numismatics. 

It was honest . . . and a bit frightening. But splendid nonetheless.

I found Sheldon Freed’s article in the November issue personally gratifying for two 
reasons: (1) He discovered a “new” 1831 Original half cent, and (2) Now I know even some 
large cent collectors are reading my articles! 

You may want to pass on that two additional reports of 1 804 C-7 half cents have been 
brought to my attention since my article appeared in the last issue; a G-4 state VI coin, and a 
VF-30 state III coin. 


DAN TROLLAN writes, 

[Elsewhere in this issue, you’ll find an updated] Lettered Edge Error / Blunder list. 
Thanks to those of you have responded to my earlier reports in Penny-Wise , it has grown by 
eight new entries. It is my goal - with your help - to continuously expand this collection of 
information, so I encourage you to keep those letters coming either to Penny-Wise or directly 
to me. My address is in “Swaps and Sales.” 

Also, I will be at the Convention this year with five lettered edge error / blunder coins for 
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anyone who wishes to see them. And I welcome any of you with such coins to bring them by 
for me to see. I am especially interested in seeing a 1793 cent with this type of error, in 
particular the S-1 1 with no edge lettering that Sheldon speaks of after the S-1 1 c entry in Penny 
Whimsy . He states that it is “. . . doubtless the result of a careless error of omission.” I wonder 


FRANK WILKINSON writes, 

I haye ideas for four articles for P-W . one for each of the four major types: One on the 
thick / thin subyarieties of 1 795 / 1 796. The second about the latest known die state of 1 804 
C6, which has a horizontal break on the reyerse. The third about the Proof Only / Business 
Strike status of 1831, which I think can now be settled as a number of bronzed / brown proofs 
made, but NO business strikes made. The fourth would be about the 1852 First Restrike being 
the first yariety struck of the three known yarieties of 1 852. 


DON GROVES writes, 

John Kleeberg continues to work wonders for the US collector. You may remember that 
he proyed the much maligned New Yorke token was, in fact, made for circulation here in 
colonial New York City. 

This year, at the ANS Conference of American Coinage held eyery Noyember, he outdid 
himself with a new theory on Strawberry Cents. He rocked the rafters with an introduction and 
an amazingly logical theory that numismatists of the past, ala Dr. Sheldon, Homer Downing, 
etc., should haye seen long ago. 

Strawberry Cents are different! 

John brought forth and questioned the origin of the Strawberry Cents with yery logical 
reasoning. He noted that these particular cents are more crude than the usual 1793 mint 
product and that they could, in fact, be contemporary counterfeits. 

That’s a crime against the establishment and should be punishable by broken pencils. 

The idea has been there all along, it just took John, with his brilliant logical reasoning 
to come forward and show that while there is no definitiye research to proye his question one 
way or the other, it certainly is worthwhile and a probable reyelation. Seyeral examples were 
shown at the conference and in each case the crudeness of the application of the floral design 
on the obyerse of the 1793's, directly under the bust and aboye the date, showed that they 
lacked mint quality in perfection. I think John is on to something and so did most of his 
audience. To me, contemporary counterfeits are just as collectable and, sometimes, more 
desirable. From a monetary standpoint the yalue of these 1793's could be more enhanced. 

I loye it when accepted theories go down the drain and somebody applies more common 
sense. I also loye it when someone shows that my John Harper 1795 Jefferson Head Cent is 
not all by itself in mint contemporary imitation. 
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ANS is an outstanding institution of learning, teaching and research. This is just one 
of the examples where they excel. John is the Curator of Modem Coins. Someday ANS (soon 
I hope) will have raised enough funds to have its own US curator. They have started with a 
separate fund and reached part way to their goal. When people in numismatics tell me that 
they gave to XYZ or to LSMFT or whatever charity, I just shake my head. It is nice to support 
all those giant charities but one of the first things my father taught me was charity begins at 
home. What could be a more beneficial and rewarding charity than a research organization 
which makes our coins more interesting and valuable. ANS deserves accolades and monetary 
help as well. 


DAVE HENSLEY writes.
